“The credit of the United States is 
as vital to the people of the United 
States as health is to the individual 
and as virtue to a woman,” was the 
declaration of William G. McAdoo, 
Secretary of the Treasury and 
director-general of railroads, upon his 
return from an inspection of the Long; 
Island railroad. Secretary McAdoo 
continued: 

“Any man who sells his Liberty 
Bonds deliberately, thoughtlessly or 
unpatriotically is injuring the credit 
of the United States and is adding to 
the difficulty of the United States in 
fighting the war successfully to just 
that extent. 

“If the credit of the United States 
should be injured to the extent that 
the war could not be financed prop¬ 
erly it would be a disaster compara¬ 
ble to the losing of a great battle. 

“I look upon the people who sell 
their Liberty Bonds—who do not have 
to—as ‘quitters’ and unpatriotic citi¬ 
zens.”

GOOD THINGS FOR THE TABLE. 

Try this good and Inexpensive cake. 
As we are conserving on sugar, It 
seems to be the good 
custom to go without 
frosting on our cakes: 

Inexpensive Cake.— 
Beat to a cream five ta¬ 
blespoonfuls of sweet fat 
of any kind, add a cupful 
of sugar and an unbeat¬ 
en egg yolk. Mix welJ 
one and two-thirds cup¬ 
fuls of flour with two 
teaspoonfuls of baking 
powder, a dash of salt; add this mix¬ 
ture to tlie sugar and egg mixture al¬ 
ternately with a half-cupful of cold 
water, heating very thoroughly, then 
fold in the egg white and hake 45 min¬ 
utes in a moderate oven. If this cake 
is well-beaten and carefully made it 
will have a fine texture. 

Ginger bread, hot and fresh, with 
cottage cheese and apple sauce makes 
a most satisfying dessert. 

Marshmallow Rice Pudding.—Take 
cold boiled rice and add sugar, spices 
or flavoring, wlih a beaten egg and 
milk for mi ordinary rice pudding. 
Then place on top a dozen marshmal¬ 
lows which have been soaked in milk 
for three hours, and bake until a light 
brown. 

Apple Omelet.—Mix a tablespoonful 
of flour into a smooth paste with one- 
third of a cupful of milk; add a quar¬ 
ter of a teaspoonful of salt, a tea¬ 
spoonful of sugar and a tablespoonful 
of sweet fat, melted, with four well- 
beaten eggs. Pare, core and chop 
four large apples, melt a tablespoonful 
of fat in a frying pan and, when very 
hot. turn in the apples, stir and cook 
until slightly soft. Pour over the flour, 
egg and milk mixture and shake well, 
lifting the edges to prevent scorching 
and to cook evenly. When the eggs are 
set, dust with sugar and roll out on a 
hot platter. Set in the oven on the 
grate, or under the gas flame to brown 
the top.

If they wish to have sweetened tea 
while visiting friends. 

Before the war started France had 
625,000 acres devoted to sugar produc¬ 
tion. By 1917 the French sugar acre¬ 
age had decreased to 180,000 acres. 
Today the French man or woman with a 
sugar card has no assurance whatever 
that he or she will be able to actually 
buy sugar.

Italy Has “State Sugar.” 

Especially drastic regulations govern 
the use of sugar In Italy. Its manu¬ 
facture, distribution and sale are close¬ 
ly controlled, and In part actually 
taken over by the state. 

Saccharine Is permitted to be sold 
and used ns a substitute for sugar and 
the government manufactures a mix- | 
ture of saccharine and sugar called 
“State Sugar,” which Is largely used, j 
German Sugar Ration Adequate. 

Germany, before the war, produced 
a great surplus of sugar and exported 
large quantities. Today the Germans 
have virtually gone out of the export 
business, but have plenty of cheap 
augar for home use. 

Wholesale prices prevalent In the 
Allied nations, according to Informa¬ 
tion received by the United States 
Food Administration are as follows: 
England, 10 cents a pound; France, 
12 cents; Italy, 26 cents. 

While these high prices are being 1 
paid abroad the American wholesale 
price la being held at 7)4 cents.

TRANSPORTING OUR TROOPS 

_ I 

The world has been astonished at 
the great number of American sol¬ 
diers transported to Europe in the 
last half year. The number now ap¬ 
proximates 1,500,000, and the loss of 
life in transporting them lias been 
almost infinitesimal. 

The success with which we have 
moved our troops from the scattered 
camps in this country across 3000 
miles of ocean to the battle front is 
great evidence of American efficiency. 
We have not only surprised our ene¬ 
mies; we have surprised our friends 
and ourselves. 

The British controller of shipping, 
Sir Joseph Maclay, speaks of this 


movement across the sea as “A trans¬ 
port miracle.” We have been inclined 
to attribute this achievement solely to 
our navy and our shipping, but the 
British controller speaks in high 
praise of the share the American 
railroads had in the work. He says: 

“If the American railroads had not 
been operated with success the whole 
transport movement might have 
failed, because it was essential to 
quick transportation that the troops 
should be ready for the ships.” 

Director-General McAdoo seems 
justified in his statement that while 
the development of the policy of the 
Railroad Administration requires 
time, progress has been made toward 
the goal.

SHIPBUILDING RECORD 

HELD IN BAY DISTRICT r 
_ s 

San Francisco bay now holds the 
time record in shipbuilding, and it is 
a record not likely soon, if ever, to 
be wrested from this district. Direc¬ 
tor General Schwab declares it is a 
world record, and that in his opinion 
It will never be bettered. And there 
is no wiser judge of such matters 
than Charles M. Schwab. 

Much had been made of the record 
of twenty-seven days made by the 
yards at Camden, N. J., in the con¬ 
struction of the Tuckahoe, a 5500-ton 
freighter; but the feat of the Ala¬ 
meda plant of the Bethlehem Ship¬ 
building Corporation in launching the 
12-000-ton Invincible in twenty min¬ 
utes less than twenty-four days is 
far ahead of the New Jersey showing. 
Figured in actual weight of metal, the 
Invincible was constructed in less 
than half the time of the Tuckahoe. 
The weight of metal in the Invincible 
is more than 16,000 tons. The weight 
of the Tuckahoe is about 7500 tons. 
So the Invincible was built at the rate 
of about 700 tons per day. whereas 
only about 28 tons a day went into 
the Tuckahoe.

ITALIAN LABORER HAS NARROW 
ESCAPE FROM DEATH AT 
LAUNCHING OF “OSKALOOSA.” 

The Schaw-Batcher Company Ship 
Works launched its third ship, the 
“Oskaloosa,” on Wednesday, at 5:35 
p. m. The vessel is an 8800-ton cargo 
steamer of the same pattern as the 
two former ships put in the water by 
this yard. 

Miss Gertrude A. Mason was spon¬ 
sor for the “Oskaloosa.” 

A feature of the launching was the 
placing of the kel plate for the next 
hull to be built on the ways vacated 
by the “Oskaloosa.” 

In less than one minute after the 
launching the plate, which had been 
suspended in the air, emblazoned in 
bold letters with “To Hell With the 
Kaiser,” was swung into place and 
work commenced on the seventh hull. 

An Italian laborer, a resident of 
San Francisco, who had ensconsced 
himself behind the planking erected 
on the other side of the channel, and 
built to protect the vessel on the op¬ 
posite ways from the heavy wave 
dash caused by the plunge of the 
“Oskaloosa,” had a narrow escape 
from death, when the planking par¬ 
tially callapsed from the weight of 
water thrown upon it, crushing him 
between the planking and supporting 
uprights.
